Miss Waldron said the evangelist 
iil and credited her 
condition to a series of recent argu- 
ments with Mrs. Kennedy. 

While the controversy between the 
evangelist’s followers and her mother 
progressed, Mrs. McPherson was in 
bed not far from the point where she 
disappeared so mysteriously four 
years ago. 

The retreat is a small cottage at 
Malibu, just a few miles from the 
place where she assertedly was kid- 
naped by “Rosie and Steve,” and car- 
ried into the’ Mexican desert.

As I 
have tried to explain, all “‘nervous- 
ness” is merely a manner of conduct 
or havior. 

A “nervous” person is just as 
strong as one who is not “nervous.”

To Study Medal Puzzle 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(/)— 
Faced with a shower of measures }ro- 
viding for the award of decorations 
to veterans of the World War, a house 
committee has decided to formulate a 
policy for disposing of this legislation. 

Present law set a five-year period 
for the award of medals for World 
War heroism and the war department 
is opposed to any extension of the 
time. Congressional efforts have been 
made to secure such extension, but 
army officials feel awards should not 
be made after memories of witnesses 
begin to dim, and the daring deeds 
take on proportions—whether magni- 
fied or diminished—which they did 
not’possess on the field of" battle. 

“The real worth of a military dec- 
oration lies not in the ease of ac- 
quirement, but in the quality of serv- 
ice which merited its bestowal,’ the 
war department has reminded congres- 
sional sponsors of extension. “The val- 
ue of the decorations which have been 
awarded for World War service should 
be securely guarded, both as a meas- 
ure of morale and as a standard for 
future guidance.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(2)— 
Emily Newell Blair, who campaigned 
for suffrage in Missouri back in 1914, 
is “frankly quite discouraged about 


women in politics.’ 
She made this known today in her 


contribution—the first pessimistic one | 


—to a fat compendium of opinicns 
on women and the ballot gathered 
by the League of Women Voters to 
mark the tenth birthday of feminine 
suffrage in America. 

All these views, gathered from no- 
tables of both sexes, are to be pub- 
lished for the anniversary on August 
26, of the signing by former Secre- 
tary of State Colby of the proclama 
tion that actually culminated’ the 
movement. 

“IT am afraid,” Mrs. Blair said. 
“The suffragists have made the same 
mistake as the temperance group 
Both of them thought that with their 
victory they had only to defend their 
position; and so, just as the Women s 
Christian Temperance Union stopped 
its educational work for temperance 
and devoted itself to claiming the 
eighteenth amendment worked, so the 
suffragists stopped their educationa: 
work of convincing people that wom- 
en bad a right to equality and de- 
voted themselves to other interests.” 

Mary FE. Woolley, president of 
Mount Holyoke College, in respon1- 
ing to the league’s query said: 

“The granting of the suffrage to 
women has not brought about the 
millenium, but it has meant a decided 


step toward better government .. .

Said Newton D. Baker, former war 

secretary :“The years of experience 
under the nineteenth amendment are 
not enough to enable me to express 
any positive judgments as to the use 
which women in general have made 
of their suffrage privilege.”

“admirable in spirit and accomplish 
ment,” and that “a great question of 
political right was settled.” 

Mrs. Raymond~ Brown, editor of

been embarrassed and sometimes in- 
censed at the questions women have 
showered on them.” 

Mrs. Franklin Roosevelt said wom- 
en had made “a contribution to bet- 
ter government,” and that “wherever 
they have taken part in local politics, 
there is no question but what the gen 
eral standards have gone up. Shy 
contended “the percentage of those 
who use their suffrage is probably 
about equal now to the percentage of 
men who use theirs.” : 

Dr. W. A. Neilson, president of 
Smith College, put into words what 
many who were consulted seem to 
feel. Ele said, “It is a commonplace 
that no great political change pro- 
duces all the evil its opponents pre- 
dicted or all the good its supporters 
hoped for.” In his observation, he 
added, fears of the opponents of wom- 


en's suffrage “have been realized hard- |

MINISTER OF FINANCE 
QUITS SPANISH CABINET 


MADRID, Aug. 19.—(#)—The 
steady slump of the peseta, which has 
puzzled government officials and | 
financial experts for several months, | 
resulted today in the resignation of | 
Manuel Arguelles from the ministry | 
of finance. 

The cabinet accepted his resigna-.

pointed Julio Wais, hitherto minister | 
of economy, to succeed him. Luis | 
Rodriguez Viguera, a minister of agri- | 
culture in the conservative cabinet of | 
1922, succeeds Wais. | 

While the government did not) 
blame Arguelles for the depression in | 
the Spanish monetary unit, the min- | 
ister was dissatisfied with the finan- | 
cial situation and insisted on getting | 
out. Reports have been frequent that | 
Arguelles had attempted to resign sev- | 
eral times heretofore during fluctua- | 
tions of the peseta, but heretofore had ' 
been dissuaded by his colleagues. 

This was the first resignation since 
the Berenguer ministry took office in 
January following the fall of the 
Primo De Rivera dictatorship. 

The peseta fell to a record low of 
9.75 to the dollar Saturday—a value 
of slightly more than 10 cents, 


whereas nominally it is 19.3 cents. 
That brought Premier Berenguer and | 
other members of the cabinet rushing | 
back from their vacations, and a' 
series Df special cabinet meetings re- 
sulted.

method of purification, started making plans 
the first of this year to enlarge the source 
of supply and to build a modern filtration 
plant, The city now has six artesian wells, 
four of which are in operation. Two are 
chlorinated and pumped directly into the 
city mains, while the other two are pump- 
ed into the filtration system. 

An 80-acre tract, known as Floral park, 
and lying in the extreme western portion 
of the city, has been purchased. The county 
has built an immense rock and concrete 
dam, thus creating a large lake which is 
fed by several springs of pure water. A 
pumping station has been installed and a 
six-inch line of pipe laid from this lake 
a" the filtration plant at the city 
pall,

The water is first aeriated,

The plans for the system were made 
by one of the nation’s most ontstanding 
firms of water engineers—Meassre. Wiedeman 
Singleton, Candler building. Atlanta. 
plans were approved by Weir, of the 
board of health. Both Wiedeman and 
Weir gave close personal supervision over 
the installation of the system thronghout 
all of its construction. The mayor and coun- 
cil followed their recommendations in the 
selection of a capable water superintendenf, 
which superintendent has been carefully in- 
structed in his duties by both Wiedeman 
and Weir.

Slayers To Kill Selves 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—()-——George, 


Bernard Shaw today characteristic- 
ally went Dean Inge, of St. Paul’s, 
one better in endorsing the “gloomy 
dean’s” suggestion of yesterday that 
it might be a good thing to permit 
condemned murderers to commit sui- 
cide. The opportunities for self- 
destruction should, in fact, be facili- 
tat&l. the Irish writer and commenta- 
tor declared. 

“Every condemned man,” said the 
dramatist without flicking an eye 
lash, “should have a_ collection of 
poisons and chemicals put in his way 


‘and if he chooses to use them”—he 
‘left the sentence suggestively unfin- 


ished but went on: “I think a con- 
demned man should be told that on a 
certain day he would be hanged and 
if by that day he was not dead, hav- 
ing been provided with every possible 
convenience for committing suicide, 
he would have to suffer execution.” 

Shaw declared that he always felt 
deeply obliged to a condemned killer 
who committed suicide, “because he 
saves a great deal of trouble and ex- 
pense.”

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 19.—()— 
The “Boys of ’98” who carried the 


Stars and Stripes against Spain in 
Cuba, marched again today in a color- 
ful parade featuring the 32nd annual 
encampment of the Uffited Spanish 
War Veterans. 

Graying heads erect and shoulders 
straight, they were. once more “the 
American army” as they marched in 
Philadelphia’s famous parkway to the 
reviewing stands at city hall, Veterans 
from every state paraded to the beat 
of drums and the blare of bugles as 
only military-trained men can parade. 
Thousands lined the sidewalks and 
packed the reviewing stands, their 
cheers and applause supported by the 
roar of nine military planes from over- 
head. : 

After the parade the veterans saw 
a demonstration by army fliers at the 
Philadelphia navy yard, followed by 
contests for uniformed drill teams 

The parade was the high spot of 
“preparedness day,” the second day 
of the encampment which is to con- 
tinue until Thursday. 

Eartier in the day the veterans 
heard Captain W. C. Watts, of the 
Philadelphia navy yard, who for two 
years was in command of the U. 8S. S 
Colorado, sketch the progress of naval 
affairs from the time of the Olympia. 
Dewey's flagship, to the present. He 
urged the veterans to support the 
building program of the navy, declar- 
ing its importance could not be over- 
estimated.
